Bad news for Sierra Madre 
taxpayers was the announcement 
hv the office of County Aeisessor 
.Tohn R. Quinn yes’erday of a 
boost of over a million dolars 
in the as.sessed valuation of Sier¬ 
ra Madre for general county tax 
purposes during 1946 47 or about 
a 40 per cent increase. This in¬ 
cludes real estate, buildings and 
personal property. 

These figures do not Include 
public utilities, which will be an¬ 
nounced in August, nor do they 
coni.a n rcduc^ons now be'ng de- 
te'-mliied by the supervisors in 
tax equalization hearings. 

The final total of the new coun¬ 
ty-wide assessment roll will not 
be known until late in August. 

The county asseasoFs totals are 
u.sed in computing taxes for gen¬ 
eral county government, schools, 
flood control, Metropolitan Water 
District, etc. 

The boost in the county tax, to¬ 
gether with various bond issues, 
the city library and rettremen* 
fund. etc., will mean a .serious 
Increase in taxes the coming year.

Fireworks Seized by 
U. S. Forest Rangers 

A total of 2007 people, In 566 
cars, largest crowd since pre-war 
days at Ica.st, passed in tho U. 3. 
Forest Ranger station in Santa 
Anita Canyon on the Fourth, in 
12 hours, according to Ranger L. 
L. McCloud. On July 4, 1944 
there were 353 cars and 1507 oc¬ 
cupants. 

Ranger McCloud states that 
luckily the day passed off with¬ 
out any fires or accidents, large¬ 
ly due to the vigilance of the 
Rangers who confiscated firearms 
and took .38 bags of fireworks 
away from wouhl be celebrants, 
returning them to the owners 
when they left the canyon. Oc¬ 
cupants of seven cars refused to 
give up their fireworks and were 
turned ixiek. This in spite of 
the fact th.at "No Fireworks" 
signs were numerous. "Even one 
of those explosives might have 
cnu.sed a serious fire," said 
Ranger McCloud, "an l it would 
have gone hard with the culprits 
if they had smuggleil anv through 
and fired them, as we had patrol¬ 
men at Chantrj' Flats and on the 
tralLs."

CALIFORNIA FARM PRICES 

It is reported that fai 


rm land values in California are already 
more than 30 per cent above their peak of a quarter century ago, 
end that this increase is greater than in any other state. 

The rush of city people to buy up acreage is said to be one of 
the major factors in causing the rise. 

Those persons who are now virtually "breaking their necks" to 
buy farm property should pause long enough to consider what 
happened after World War I. In 1919 farm land prices went up 
sharply under a continuing heavy demand for foodstuffs. But a 
year or two later as devastated areas of Europe got back on their 
feet the demand for farm products took a nose dive—and so did 
farm land values. Thousands of persons lost their farms—and their 
"shirts." 

The fact that a good many property sales today are made for 
cash should tend to reduce the number of losses when the inevit¬ 
able adjustment In rural acreage prices takes place. But even at 
that, one does not find himself in a very happy position when hold¬ 
ing a piece of property which has dropped to half or less of the

Pension for Permanent and 
, Total Disability, not Service Con¬ 
nected. This benefit is not paid 
when disability is due to veteran’s 
own wilful misconduct. Your 
Income is a factor. 

Outpatients Treatment. You are| 
entitled to outpatients treatment' 
for service connected disability I 
This law is the same as applies! 
to World War H veterans. In 
California you may receive such 
treatment from any member of 
the California Physicians’ Service. 
Procedures will be explained to 
you at any V. A. office. 

U. S. Government Life Insur¬ 
ance (USGI). You may obtain 
USGI in any of its forms pro¬ 
vided you served between October 
6, 1917, and July 2, 1921, and can 
show good health. The amount 
cannot exceed $10,000. Physical 
examinations will be made free at 
any V. A. regional office or cen¬ 
ter where a full time doctor Is i 
employed. 

Reinstatement of USGI. Your 
USGI may be reinstated providing 
your policy was not surrendered 
for cash, and providing you pay 
all premiums in arrears with five 
per cent Interest, ^tended term 
Insurance may be reinstated under 
certain conditions, without phy¬ 
sical examination. 

Civil Service Preference. Five 
per cent for war service, addi¬ 
tional five per cent If you have 
disability pension. In a circular 
letter dated June 14, 1946, Gen¬ 
eral Bradlty said, "All things be¬ 
ing equal, no distinction should be 
made between World War I and 
World War n veterans,” In fil¬ 
ling V. A. positions. 

Widow's Pension. Widows, par¬ 
ents, and minor children are en¬ 
titled to pienslon upon the death 
of a veteran of World War I. 
If death occurs from service con¬ 
nected disability, Income of bene¬ 
ficiary has no bearing. Widows 
and minor children (not parents) 
are entitled to pension even 
though death is not service con¬ 
nected. In these cases, annual in¬ 
come has bearing. 

Burial Expenses. A burial al¬ 
lowance in the amount of $100 Is 
allowed for burial, funeral ex¬ 
penses, traveling expense. Regu¬ 
lation burial flag may be issued 
and given the next of kin after 
interment. All war veterans may 
be buried in a National or V. A 
cemetery free of cost. His ’dis¬ 
charge must be "other than dis¬ 
honorable.”

building contract of any magni¬ 
tude, the prospective builder make 
a thorough inquiry Into the char¬ 
acter. business standing, reputa¬ 
tion. experience and ability of the 
contractor and to obtain compe¬ 
tent legal advice before signing 
any contract.
